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Oregon State College 


Oregon State College, the largest institution of higher learn- 
ing in the state of Oregon, was established as a land-grant school 
on October 27, 1868, under the provisions of the Morrill Land 
Grant Act. It was the state’s first venture in the field of higher 
learning, and was originally named Corvallis College. 

The state wanted to establish a college as early as 1851, and 
had selected Corvallis, then known as Marysville, as the site. 
The legislature then reversed itself and decided to construct the 
college in Jacksonville in southern Oregon. 

However, the people of Corvallis went ahead and erected an 
academy in 1858, operated by the Methodist church. With the 
adoption of the Morrill act the state took over partial control, 
and assumed full control in 1885. In 1868 the name was changed 
to the State Agricultural College of Oregon, later to Oregon 
Agricultural College, and in 1953 was changed to the present 
Oregon State College,althoughpopular acclaim had brought 
about the present name as early as 1927. 

The college campus proper, as well as adjoining agricultural 
lands, consists of about 4,000 acres, with increases being made 
yearly as the institution grows in population and need. In addi- 
tion to the campus area, the Agricultural Experiment station 
at the college administers and utilizes approximately 24,000 acres, 
iuostly county and federal owned. 

The school of forestry owns and administers another 13,300 
acres in the Peavy arboretum and the McDonald and other 
forested areas near Corvallis. These lands are used to teach 
forestry students actual forest practices through on-the-job train- 
ing, as well as the research projects for the state and national 
forest services and the many timber companies located through- 
out the Northwest. 

In addition to the schools of agriculture and forestry the col- 
lege also offers degrees in Business and Technology, Education, 
Engineering and Industrial Arts, Home Economics, Pharmacy 
and Science, and the Graduate school. In addition many liberal 
arts courses such as journalism, art, English, music, speech, 
psychology and modern languages under a lower division pro- 
ram, 

. Also on the campus may be found several units devoted to 
research such as the cyclotron for nuclear physics and the Ore- 
gon Forest Products laboratory devoted to finding new ways to 
use the vast timber resources of the Oregon forests. 

Oregon State College is located in the quiet city of Corvallis, 
named for its location in the heart of the Willamette valley of 
western Oregon. Corvallis has a population of 20,500 and is 85 
miles south of Portland and 60 miles east of the Pacific ocean. 
It lies midway between the Cascade and Coast ranges, and its 
main industries are agriculture and timber. 

About 8300 students are enrolled for the 1959-60 college year, 
and indications are, that with the continued increase in pop- 
ulation in the Pacific Northwest, along with the general popula- 
tion growth of the nation, the enrollment will top 10,000 within 
a few years. 

To prepare for this the college is in the midst of a vast build- 
ing program, with emphasis on student housing, a factor which 
is already resulting in limitations on enrollment. 

The most notable structures on the campus include the 
Memorial Union, built from public subscription in 1928 as the 
center of student activity; Benton hall, built in 1889 and the 
oldest structure still standing and in use on the campus; OSC 
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coliseum, OSC’s 11,000-seat basketball pavilion which contains 
no obstructing posts; 27,000-seat Parker stadium for football; 
and Sackett hall, erected in 1948 to house women students. 

Dr. August L. Strand is the present president of the college, 
having served in that capacity since 1942. Roy S. (Spec) Keene 
has served as director of athletics since 1947.

ATHLETIC STAFF 


ROY S. “SPEC” KEENE, athletic director at OSC, is an in- 
dividual who radiates warmth and_ friendliness wherever he 
goes. He has the knack of getting along with people, understand- 
ing their problems and trying to help solve those problems in 
the most sensible and logical way. Few Oregon Staters anywhere 
ever had so many friends. 

“Spec” has a big job as administrator in OSC’s vast and ex- 
panded athletic program. He has to combine years of business 
experience with a personal touch in order to keep Oregon State 
high athletically among the list of top universities throughout 
the nation, Through his guidance and planning, Oregon State 
has one of the most well-rounded athletic plants in the country. 

Strolling through the campus, one will see the Coliseum— 
OSC’s beautiful basketball plant that seats 11,000 fans and for 
years was site of the Western Regional NCAA playoffs. Keene 
was the man largely responsible for that. He engineered the 
drive for a new football stadium, which finally came into being 
in 1953. It seats 28,000 fans and has an extremely picturesque 
setting. 

Thanks to “Spec” Keene, OSC has a separate field for each 
sport. That’s true in track, it’s true in baseball. Under the vast 
program Keene inaugurated, Oregon State awards major letters 
in eight sports, including football, basketball, baseball, track, 
swimming, wrestling, golf and tennis. 

No man could be better suited for the job at OSC. He’s been 
a Beaver most of his life, in one way or another. Keene was stu- 
dent body president here while an undergraduate, becoming 
head coach at Corvallis high following graduation. His next 
step was to that of assistant coach for the Beavers, where he re- 
mained until 1926. 

After leaving OSC in 1926, “Spec” became head football coach 
and athletic director at Willamette university in Salem, Oregon, 
and for 15 years his teams were the scourge of the Northwest 
conference. He led the Bearcats to one title after another, and 
many of his players gained little all-America honors. It’s no won- 
der he’s such a favorite at Willamette, just as he is here. 

“Spec” returned to OSC at athletic director in 1947, when 
Percy Locey resigned, and has been on this job ever since. He's 
a past member of the state of Oregon Parole board, and served 
his country well in both World War I and World War Il. In 
the first conflict he was in the army, and in the last war was 
a lieutenant commander in the navy. He is a past president of 
the Pacific Coast conference athletic directors association and is 
a member of the executive committee of the NCAA, as well as 
western basketball selection committee chairman. 


JIM BARRATT, athletic business manager, is Keene's right- 
hand man in all phases of the athletic program. He has the 
rugged task of trying to keep all ticketseekers happy and works 
overtime to accomplish that goal. Firm in his belief that good 
public relations are vital to any program, Jim wears a big smile 
at all times and is patience personified. No customer is too big 
or too small to escape Barratt’s undivided attention. Originally 
from Heppner, he graduated from OSC in 1950 and became 
assistant alumni director. Jim left that post at the close of the 
1951 football season campaign for his present job and has re- 
mained there ever since. He is a navy veteran of World War II 
and assists with coaching the Beaver golf team. 
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Bill Neland, «dminstrative assistant, is “Mr. Versatile’ of the 
athletic department. He does everything, and does it well. In 
short, he’s the top troubleshooter for the department, spending 
three-fourths of his time with Jim Barratt and one-fourth of 
it with John Eggers. Witty and intelligent, Bill has an answer 
for almost any question or problem that arises. He came to 
OSC as a student in the fall of 1947, later had military service 
with the Marine Corps. One of those three military years was 
spent in war-torn Korea. Bill returned to OSC after discharge 
and joined the staff on a full-time basis four years ago. 


BILL ROBERTSON, athletic trainer, is fast-becoming an 
institution in himself at OSC. For 12 years, he’s headed the 
tape-brigade here and in that time probably has come to know 
more athletes better than anyone else in the department. Ex- 
tremely adept at poetry and humorous recitations, Bill is oft 
called upon for bits of oratory at both private and public 
functions. Beaver coaches praise him as one of the top trainers 
in the nation. Alter service in Italy and the Aleutians in World 
War HU, Bill :eturned to OSC and has long been one of the 
most popular members of the Corvallis community. 


JOHN EGGERS sports publicity director, is now in his 9th 
football season on the staff at OSC, the last seven of which under 
his present titic. Eggers took over the job on July 1, 1952, after 
serving two years as assistant to his predecessor, Irwin Harris. 
He was an all-state basketball player at Pendleton high, a prep 
teammate of Lew Beck who later became an OSC all-American. 
He played one varsity basketball season at Willamette while 
only a freshman before enlisting in the Navy for World War II. 
After discharge, he attended OSC from the fall of 1946 through 
the spring of 1949. Eggers worked for a year as sports writer 
for The Oregonian in Portland before returning to his alma 
mater.

THE COACHES 


TOMMY PROTHRO 
Head Coach 


A critical, somewhat impatient sports writer was interviewing 
Coach Tommy Prothro shortly after his practice began last fall, 
and the scribe was seeking a positive answer to his question— 
would Oregon State’s team be good or bad. 

“We never expect to have a bad football team at Oregon 
State,” was the reply from the tall, southern gentleman who in 
four years won more games and lost fewer than any coach in 
the now-defunct Pacific Coast conference. 

The statement typified Tommy Prothro and his football 
thinking. He exhudes confidence, which pushes players to their 
greatest potential. Yet, he guards cautiously against over-opti- 
mism, and weighs values carefully as each game approaches. 
Consequently, he never has had a “bad” football team at Oregon 
State, and probably never will. 

When Tommy came here in 1955, OSC was at its lowest depth 
in grid history. The Beavers had finished 9th in a nine-team 
PCC race in 1954. They won the opener against Idaho, then 
lost eight in a row by scores of anywhere from 17-7 to 61-0. 

Tommy actually miscalculated in figuring how long it would 
take to get OSC back near the top as he installed his balanced 
line single wing. He thought it might be two, possibly three sea- 
sons betore Oregon State could challenge the champions. It took 
just one season, as the Beavers surprised everyone by placing 
second only to UCLA in the 1955 PCC race. Oregon State won 
six and lost three that season. 

Next came the grand 1956 campaign, when Prothro guided 
his charges into the outright PCC championship and the Rose 
Bowl bid at Pasadena. Even stronger was his 1957 club that tied 
Oregon for the PCC crown (and beat the Ducks, 10-7) with an 
8-2 won and lost mark. OSC was ineligible for the Bowl be- 
cause of having been there the year previous, so Oregon went 
and almost beat Ohio State. 

Prothro’s 1958 season was one marked by injuries, costly 
breaks and even death to Buzz Randall, an all-coast center in 
1957. But the Beavers still wound up with a respectable 6-4 
record and a fourth place conference finish. In four seasons, 
Prothro has compiled a 27-11-1 record, which of course is tops 
for any active PCC coach through that four-year period. No 
Pacific Northwest school ever finished so high on so many suc- 
cessive years in football, 

‘The 38-year-old Prothro has a distinct background, dating 
back to the days when he competed in football, basketball and 
track for Central high in his native Memphis, Tenn., in the 
years 1934-35-36. He also participated in all those sports at 
Riverside Military Academy in 1936-37-38. 

He was a star blocking back under Coach Wallace Wade at 
Duke university, playing againsteOSC in the “transplanted” Rose 
Bowl game of January 1, 1942. He received the Jacobs award 
as the best blocker in the south and the Mills award as the best 
blocker in the east. Prothro also competed in baseball and la- 
crosse at Duke from 1938 to 1942. 

Shortly after entering the navy in World War II, he was line 
coach at Western Kentucky. In 1946, after discharge, he coached 
the Vanderbilt university “Rr? squad, and in 1947 became back- 
field coach under Red Sanders at Vanderbilt. 
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Tommy was one of Sander’s chief architects in building UCLA 
into a national grid power. Prothro went to UCLA with Sanders 
in 1949 as backfield coach, and remained there until he took the 
head job at OSC in the spring of 1955. He generally is credited 
with developing such top backs at UCLA as Paul Cameron, 
Primo Villanueva and Bob Davenport. Probably his best ever, 
though, was Oregon State’s great tailback, Joe Francis. Prothro 
took over Francis when he was a sophomore and made him 
into one of the finest tailbacks ever to function on a single-wing 
club, 

Prothro’s wife is the former Shirley Seagle of Memphis. 

‘Tommy is the son of well-known baseball figure ‘Thompson 
“Doc” Prothro, one-time manager of the Philadelphia Phils and 
many other clubs. He is a nephew of Gen. Clifton Cates, ex- 
commandant of the U.S. Marine Corps. He has a daughter, Ann, 
who lives in Franklin, Kentucky.

BOB WATSON

One of ‘Tommy Prothro’s greatest attributes has been the 
ability to surround himself with hustling young assistants—men 
who eat, sleep and talk football. One falling in that category is 
Bob Watson, who in 1958 became senior assistant on Prothro’s 
ful coaching corps. 
atson needs no introduction to state of Oregon sports fans. 
for he was one of the all-time greats in this state in both 
football and basketball. While a prep star at Medford high 
school, he won all-state honors in both sports and was widely 
sought by numerous colleges. 

Watson enrolled at UCLA and played three seasons of varsity 
football there—both as end and back. He graduated from UCLA 
in 1951 and assisted with spring practice sessions there when 
free from his job with a metropolitan firm in that area. 

When Prothro won the OSC coaching assignment in 1955, one 
of the first he contacted about becoming an assistant was Wat- 
son. The latter, of course, was on ‘Tommy’s first staff here in 
1955 and has been a solid fixture since. 

He is married, has two children and is 31 years old. 


BOB ZELINKA 
Line Coach 

Small in size, but a true “fireball” when it comes to coaching 
zip and determination—that’s a brief description of Bob “Tiger” 
Zelinka, Prothro’s young capable line coach who came here 
with Tommy in 1955. 

Zelinka, though highly firm with the men ke coaches, never- 
theless has been extremely popular with all. One of his greatest 
boosters is John Witte, all-American tackle in 1956, who was a 
Zelinka protege. 

The “Tiger” was a prep star in Los Angeles and later became 
a prize guard at Santa Ana junior college before transferring 
to UCLA. He played for the Bruins in 1950 and 1951, graduating 
in 1952. Zelinka assisted with spring practice at UCLA and 
coached the line for San Diego Navy in 1952-1954. He then 
returned to UCLA as freshman line coach, 

Zelinka, like all the other coaches, is a real single-wing expert 
who can show the playcrs first-hand what he expects them to 
do. Just as important, he provides much of the spirit so necessary 
in daily workouts. He is 30 years of age, and is not married.

DICK TWENGE 
Assistant Coach 

He was tops as a player—now he’s tops as a coach. Dick 
Twenge, that block- -busting fullback of the late 1940's at OSC, 
fits in beautifully in Tommy Prothro’s grid planning, He knows 
football, few can scout an opponent as well and he has a 
personality that won't stand still. 

Dick has always been successful, right from the days he was 
playing prep football at Newberg. He served in the Navy in 
World War II, enrolling at OSC in the fall of 1946. 

‘Twenge was a regular four successive years from 1946 through 
1949, first as left half and later as fullback. He formed half of 
the great running duo of Twenge and Carpenter (Ken) and 
traditionally reeled off huge chunks of yardage. 

He first coached at ‘Tigard high, later at Corvallis, where he 
compiled outstanding records. He joined Kip Taylor's staff 
in 1954 and was retained by Prothro when he took the head 
job here in 1955. 

Dick is married, father of three children and is $2 years old. 


BUD GIBBS 
Assistant Coach 


One of the newest members of the staff—a well known athletic 
figure throughout the state—is personable Bud Gibbs, who is 
one of a select number of athletes who won four varsity letters 
while in college. 

Gibbs took over his new duties a year ago last spring, after 
four successful seasons as head coach at nearby Albany high 
school. Prior to that, he had been head mentor at Tigard high 
for three years, again with outstanding success. 

Bud is one of those type persons everyone likes. He was that 
way in college, when he was a burly end in the seasons of 1945, 
1947, 1948 and 1949, and he hasn’t changed. 

A fine all-round athlete in Hood River high. Bud came to 
OSC in 1945 and was in the service in 1946 before resuming his 
career here after discharge. Among other things, he was a top 
softball pitcher. 

Gibbs is married and the father of three children. He is 
31 years of age. 


RON SIEGRIST 
Assistant Coach 


First player coached by Tommy Prothro at Oregon State to 
become a member of the Beaver staff—that’s the story of young 
Ron Siegrist, who returned to his alma mater in time for spring 
practice. 

Ron was blocking back, co-captain and signal-caller on Pro- 
thro’s first OSC team in 1955 that surprised all by finishing sec- 
ond in the PCC race. Prior to that, Siegrist had played t-forma- 
tion football under Kip Taylor here in 1952 and 1953 but did 
not participate in 1954. 

The new addition to the staff v a highly-successful prep 
mentor at Norte Del Rio high in Sacramento from 1956 through 
1958. His last club there was ranked No. | Class A in all north- 
ern California, as he used the identical system to that employed 
by Prothro. 

As a player, Siegrist went all-out on every occasion, and was 
regarded as one of the sharpest signal-callers in the trade. Judg- 
ing from his hustle and determination in spring drills, he'll 
carry right on in the same fashion here. He is married, 28 years 
of age, and the father of three children. 
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OSC GENERAL OUTLOOK 1959 


If Oregon State football players were to believe the “ex- 
perts” in looking ahead to the 1959 season, they wouldn’t have 
much cause for rejoicing. Most all rate the Beavers far down 
the lower rung of western schools for the first time in several 
years. Some say OSC will be lucky to win half its 10 games, 
while others seem to think the Beavers might end up with only 
two or three victories, 


It’s true—the outlook isn’t as bright as it was a year ago al 
this time. But that doesn’t mean Oregon State won't field a 
good, solid football team this fall. Tommy Prothro has never 
coached a “bad” squad and probably never will. It’s inconceiv- 
able to think OSC is headed for the Rose Bowl, but the Beav- 
ers are sure to play a major part in deciding who does go. 


When practice opened on September 1, there were many big 
“ifs” that eventually were sure to determine Oregon State’s fate 
in 1959. Injuries wracked a strong squad in 1958—or at least 
temporarily derailed it right when OSC had one foot inside the 
Pasadena gate. The same thing could always happen again. 


If Jim Stinnette and Grimm Mason remain healthy and 
avoid injuries that plagued them all through last year’s cam- 
paign, Oregon State should have a good- well-balanced running 
attack. Both are fine athletes and can move the ball. Should 
cither or both be sidelined, it might be difficult to find ade- 
quate replacements. 


The Beavers lost heavily through graduation, with 15 letter- 
men gone—one of whom was all-America ‘Ted Bates, one of the 
finest tackles ever to play in the west. Also gone are all-coast 
selections Nub Beamer and Jim Brackins, plus a host of others. 


Defense may well be OSC’s strong point in ‘59. The line, while 
not deep enough, has fairly good potential. Through the first 
several days of drills in September, veteran substitute Howard 
Hogan appeared ready to do a good job filling Bates’ old shoes. 


It's obvious to all that Oregon State needs a better passing at- 
tack, and also needs receivers to hang onto those tosses. The 
tailback does practically all the throwing in Prothro’s balanced 
line single wing attack and the Beavers still haven't a tailback 
that can pass in the same tradition with Joe Francis. The latter 
was OSC’s bread-and-butter tailback for three great seasons, in- 
cluding the 1957 Rose Bowl game. 


‘The Beavers got a great shot in the arm when speedy Art 
Gilmore, a 190-pound wingback from Riverside junior college, 
enrolled for the fall quarter. He was an all-America JC choice 
last year while playing single-wing football at Riverside, 


This may not be the best grid machine Prothro has turned 
out since he came to Oregon State in 1955, but you can bet 
it won't be the worst, either.

1. Tommy Prothro, in four seasons of coaching at Oregon 
state, has never lost a game to a Bay area team—either Stanford 
or California. He has whipped each four times, winning eight 
in a row over the Indians and Golden Bears. 

2. In the last three years, Oregon State and Southern Cal 
are the only far western schools to produce concensus all-Ameri- 
cans. Tackles John Witte and Ted Bates were selected on prac- 
tically every major all-America first team, as was halfback Jon 
Arnett from USC. 

3. George Pasero, hustling sports editor of ‘The Journal in 
Portland, is one of those rare individuals who attended both 
Oregon State college and the University of Oregon. While in 
school, he worked both on the OSC Daily Barometer and _ the 
U-O Daily Emerald, “I like both schools,” he says. 

4. Although Portland is far and away the largest city in the 
state of Oregon with over 400,000 residents, the Rose City has 
only two representatives on the first three teams at OSC this fall. 
They include Howard Hogan (Jefferson), starting tackle, and 
Doug Bashor (Cleveland) , second-string center. 

5. ‘The position packing the most weight in OSC’s grid camp 
is left tackle. Starter Ed Kaohelaulii weighs in at 220, his re- 
placement Mike Kline goes at 215 and Guy Simerson tips the 
beams at 220. All told, 655 pounds of poundage hard to move. 

6. Corvallis, home of Oregon State, is the sixth largest city 
in Oregon with 20,500 inhabitants. Only others larger are Port- 
land, Eugene, Salem, Medford and Klamath Falls. 

7. Sonny Sanchez, regular guard for the Beavers who three 
times was an all-city prepper in San Francisco before matricu- 
lating here, is a culinary expert. He specializes in spanish-cooked 
food and often prepares complete dinners for social functions. 

8. Jim Stinnette, block-busting fullback of the OSC squad, 
has led the Corvallis City softball league in home runs two of 
the last three years. He plays shortstop and is considered one 
of the best in the state.
